SILVER COINS SOON UNAVAILABLE 

Nearly 18 months ago we predicted that our government would begin to cir- 
culate non-silver dimes, quarters and half dollars during the pre Christmas 
shopping season of 1965. This prediction will come true according to a recent 
announcement by the Treasury Department. 

Every retail businessman and most conservatives realize that half dollars 
are extremely scarce at the present time. According to official announcement 
the coin shortage is due to the great demands of the vending machines. The 
trouble with this claim is that few vending machines use half dollars. The 
obvious reason is that the government has been taking half dollars out of cir- 
culation for quite some time. Quarters and dimes will go quickly when the new 
debased coins become available. 

President Johnson has stated that there would be no profit in the hoarding 
of silver coins because the government had a large amount of silver which it 
would continue to sell to keep the price down. The truth is that industrial 
uses of silver far exceed the free world production of this metal. A dime is 
always going to be worth a dime and it may soon be worth a dollar. 

We hope that conservatives will have the foresight and opportunity to 
exchange whatever worthless paper money they may have into silver while the 
opportunity still exists. 
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WORLD MONETARY SYSTEM PROPOSED 

Another prediction made about two years ago in On Target wa3 the proposed 
creation of an international currency. 

Recently, Henry H. bowler, Secretary of the Treasury, announced that the 
leading nations of the world have agreed to begin negotiating such a system. 

Basically, this plan called for most or all of the different nations of 
<-hs world to pool their gold reserve. This common gold reserve would then 
serve as backing for a new paper money which would be used in all financial 
transactions between the governments of the world. Only mutual agreement 
would limit the amount of paper money that could be printed. 


As we pointed out previously the entire scheme would serve as a conven- 
iently camouflaged method of sanding the tangible wealth of United States to 
other countries who would pay us with an inexhaustible supply of worthless 
paper. 

This world monetary fund is the ultimate step in a long series of uncon- 
stitutional acts which began with the creation of the Federal Reserve System. 
Over the years this planned debasement of our currency has had but -one objective 
and one expect-- uhe gradual destruction of the free enterprise economic system. 

A socialist police state government will be the ultimata and inevitable 
result. Thera is no usa protesting or hoping that the American people will 
protest. We’re many years too late for that. 
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RIOTS SCHEDULED FOR OCTOBER 15TH 

A quickly put together association of communist front groups and fellow 
travelers has produced an organization called the Viet Nam Day Committee. This 
group is coordinating plans for "world wide civil disobedience" on October 15th 
and 16th. Their plans seem to be developing rapidly among left-wing student 
organizations and pacifist groups. Whether or not those organizations primarily 
interested in racial agitation will go along has not yet been determined. 

A conference of "Viet Nam Protesters" was held Sept. 14-18 at Ann Arbor, 
Michigan. The meeting was sponsored by the Inter-University Committee for Debate 
on Foreign Policy and the Michigan Faculty-Student Committee to Stop the War in 
Viet Nam, along with the University of Michigan Office of Religious Affairs and 
the Universities Cc raittea for Problems of War and Peace.
